delivered by Sir William Watson Cheyne, Professor Tuffier 


(Paris), Professor Harvey Cushing (Harvard University), 
and Professor John Stewart (Halifax, Nova Scotia). 

Throughout the week of the Association Meeting a 
museum of Lister relics will be on view in the Upper 
Library of the Old University. The relies will be gathered 
from many sources. The unique interest of the exhibits 
will be due largely to the co-operation and liberality of the 
directors of the Wellcome Historical Medical Museum, 
London. 

A Lister Memorial Volume has been prepared and will 
constitute the book of the Edinburgh Meeting of the 
Association. A copy will be presented to each member of 
the Association on registration in the reception room. 
The volume, edited by Dr. Logan Turner, will contain 
sketches and reminiscences by former -house-surgeons of 
Lord Lister, two of his own scientific addresses, and a series 
of letters. A section of particular interest is included 
dealing with the lives of Lister’s fellow residents in the 
Edinburgh Royal Infirmary during the summer of 1854. 
Sir Edward Sharpey-Schafer contributes a sketch on 
Lister’s work as a physiologist. Mr. Miles writes on 
“Surgery prior to Lister’s time,’’ and Professor John 
Fraser on ‘‘ The influence of Lister’s work on surgery.” 

Memorial inscriptions have been placed on the walls of 
the houses which Lister eccupied successively in Edinburgh 
—namely, 11, Rutland Street, and 9, Charlotte Square. 

A prize of £25 and a gold medal are to be awarded to the 
writer of the best essay on ‘“‘ The influence of Lister on 
surgery.”’ The prize is open to students and graduates 
of not more than one year’s standing in any medical school 
in the British Empire. e name of the successful 
essayist will be announced at the public meeting.

The Annual Dinner of the Association will be held in 
the Music Hall, George Street, Edinburgh, on Thursday, 
July 21st, at 7.30 p.m. Evening dress with decorations 
will be worn.

REDUCED RAILWAY FARES TO EDINBURGH. 

The usual concession to members of the British Medical 
Association in regard to railway fares will apply to 
the Annual Meeting in Edinburgh this summer. The 
railway companies in Great Britain (except the 
Metropolitan, Metropolitan District, and London Electric 
Railway Companies) have agreed to issue passenger 
tickets to Edinburgh, available from July 13th to 25th, at 
the ordinary single fare and one-third for the double 
journey, with a minimum adult fare of 1s. A printed 
voucher filled in by the applicant and signed by the 
Financial Secretary of the Association, must be given up 
at the booking office when the ticket is bought. These 
vouchers will be obtainable in due course from the Finance 
Department, British Medical Association, Tavistock Square, 
W.C.1. The cheap fare concession will, in addition to 
applying from stations in Great Britain, also operate from 
the Irish ports by railway-owned steamers, and by the 
boats of the Belfast Steamship, British and Irish Steam 
Packet, and the City of Cork Steam Packet Companies, 
and of Messrs. Burns and Laird, Ltd. 


HOTEL ACCOMMODATION. 

The Hotels and Lodgings Committee has practically 
completed its arrangements for coping with the large 
numbers who are expected to visit Edinburgh in July.

REPRESENTATIVES’ EXCURSION TO THE SCOTT 
COUNTRY. 

On Sunday, July 17th, an excursion to the Scott country 
is being arranged. The Representatives and their friends 
will leave Edinburgh at 9.30 a.m. in charabancs and proceed 
to Rullion Green. On the site of the battlefield, surrounded 
by the hills and amid beautiful scenery, a short religious 
service will be held. Thereafter, proceeding by Penicuik 
and Leadburn, Peebles will be reached about 11.15. From 
there the route leads along the north bank of the Tweed, 
opposite the old house of Traquair, whose historic gates 
have never been opened since the failure of the Jacobite 
cause on Culloden Field. Passing the ruined castle of 
Elibank, with memories of Muckle-mou’ed Meg, and 
Ashiestiel, Sir Walter Scott’s first border home, the 
excursionists arrive at Galashiels. Here lunch will be 
provided in the Volunteer Hall.’ Proceeding onwards,a mile 


distant on the south side of the Tweed is seen Abbotsford, 
Scott’s later home. A mile further is Melrose Abbey, 
where a monastery was first established by St. Aidan in the 
seventh century. Here is buried the heart of The Bruce, 
and here is the resting place of many border chieftains. 
The Tweed is crossed by the Leaderfoot Bridge, and a brief 
pause will be made at Scott’s View on Bemersyde Hill. The 
road next turns round Bemersyde House, presented by the 
nation to Earl Haig as a tribute to his services during the 
war. A halt will be made at Dryburgh Abbey, the seat of 
the monastic cell of St. Modan from the sixth century, and 
the burial place of Sir Walter Scott. Crossing the Tweed 
at St. Boswells, the route now follows the south bank of the 
river, past the ruins of the old border fortress of Roxburgh. 
Floors Castle lies on the left—we will hope glistening in the 
sunshine. Passing through Kelso, the way leads to the 
north and back to Floors Castle, where the party will be 
entertained at tea by His Grace the Duke of Roxburghe. 
The road back to Edinburgh passes over Soutra. From the 
top a view over a wide expanse is obtained. The Lothians 
lie at our feet. Just across the Firth is the ‘‘ Kingdom 
of Fife,’’ with Stirling further to the west. Beyond lie the 
Ochil Hills, and in the distance are the peaks of the 
Grampian Mountains. The road we travel has been trod 
by the feet of many generations. It gave passage to 
Scottish hosts on their way south and to invading English 
armies. Descending towards Edinburgh, we pass Soutra 
Aisle, an ancient hospitium, Crichton Castle, and after 
passing through Dalkeith with its palace we see the ruins of 
Mary Queen of Scots’s residence at Craigmillar Castle. The 
tour above so shortly described embraces over 120 of the best 
miles in Scotland. It is full of associations with Scott, 
Stevenson, Andrew Lang, and Crockett; and tradition 
and story of the Roman occupation, of the perpetual wars 
along the Border, of the Covenanters, and of monastic life 
in the abbeys along the Tweed will be constantly recalled by 
the various features of the beautiful and romantic scenery 
amid which the excursionists will travel. 


EXCURSION TO FIFE AND SB ANDREWS. 


Os Saturday, July 23rd, a party limited to 100 will leave 
the Waverley Station by special train at 9.22 a.m. and 


proceed by way of the Forth Bridge, passing the Hawes - 


Inn mentioned in The Antiquary and Stevenson’s Kid- 
napped. The naval base of Rosyth will be seen on the 
left. After emerging from a tunnel, St. Margaret’s Hope 
—where ‘‘ St. Margaret’ landed in Scotland—will come 
into view. Leaving behind Kirkcaldy, with its associations 
with Adam Smith, the party will arrive at Ladybank, 
be met by charabancs, and proceed to Falkland Palace. 
This building has associations with Scottish history from 
the days of King Robert the Bruce to Charles IT, and was 
the scene of the alleged murder of the young Duke of 
Rothesay by his uncle Albany (see The Fair Maid of Perth). 
Here James the Fifth died and Mary was a frequent 
visitor, fleeing from the exhortations of John Knox. The 
party will leave Falkland Palace at 11.30 and, by the kind 
invitation of Mr. and Mrs. Leslie Melville, will visit 
Melville House, which was built by the first Earl of 
Melville in 1692. Here are pictures of Mary Queen of 
Scots, Claverhouse, Gustavus Adolphus, and an interesting 
exhibition of letters by most of the Stewart kings. The 
party will next proceed by the old Royal Road which was 
followed by the kings of Scotland in passing to and from 
St. Andrews. Half-way lies Cupar, the county town. 
Here are the ruins of the castle in which Macbeth murdered 
Duncan, and from which Wallace drove the English, and 
here Sir David Lindsay’s plays were acted. At Pitscottie 
the route follows the track of the murderers of Archbishop 
Sharp, over Magus Muir, where he was killed. At St. 
Andrews lunch will be provided by the courtesy of the 
Fife Branch. The Cathedral, Castle, and University 
Buildings will then be visited, after which tea will bo 
provided at the Sir James Mackenzie Clinical Institute 
by the courtesy of Dr. Maitland Ramsay (the Director) 
and Mrs. Maitland Ramsay. The special train will leave 
St. Andrews at 5.10 p.m., arriving at the Waverley 
Station, Edinburgh, at 7 p.m. Price of ticket, inclusive 
of rail, motors, and entrance fees, 12s. 6d. 
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CURRENT NOTES. 


Some Recent Work at Headquarters. 
Four committees have met since Easter—the Insurance 
Acts Committee, the Lunacy Law Committee, the Central 
Ethical Committee, and the Parliamentary Subcommittee. 


Insurance Acts Committee. 

Several matters of considerable importance were before 
the Insurance Acts Committee at its meeting on April 21st. 
Among these were the final proposals of the special sub- 
committee for the modification of the disciplinary machinery 
under the Insurance Acts. ‘The proposals made by the 
subcommittee were in the main accepted by the Insurance 
Acts Committee, which has arranged for a discussion of 
the scheme with representatives of the Ministry of Health. 
It is hoped that this preliminary examination will make 
it possible to submit the whole question to the Panel 
Conference next October in a form conducive to full dis- 
cussion and a final and satisfactory settlement of the 
points at issue. The Committee appointed five representa- 
tives to review with the Ophthalmic Committee the whole 
subject of the provision for the administration of ophthalmic 
benefit, in the hope that some means may be found of 
modifying the existing arrangements which have created 
general dissatisfaction. The Committee, after a full dis- 
cussion of the inclusion of ultra-violet ray treatment in 
the range of service, reaffirmed its decision that this is 
not necessarily a specialist treatment. It was decided to 
leave to Local Medical Committees the decision upon 
particular cases, the merits of which are necessarily deter- 
mined by local circumstances. 


‘ Lunacy Law Committee. 

The Lunacy Law Committee, on April 25th, continued 
its review of the report of the Royal Commission. Its 
discussion was chiefly focused upon the question of securing 
adequate protection for the certifying practitioner; the 
rejection by the Commission of the Association’s recom- 
mendation to confer upon him the full protection afforded 
to a witness in a court of law leaves the matter in an 
admittedly unsatisfactory position. On the other hand, 
the Committee has to face the difficulty of securing the 
desired protection without in any way hampering the 
development of adequate facilities for the treatment of 
early mental disorders. Protection for the practitioner 
at the expense of the treatment of his patient is clearly 
not what is wanted. The chairman placed before the 
Committee certain tentative suggestions for attaining the 
desired end. These will be fully discussed at the next 
meeting of the Committee, when it is hoped to formulate 
definite proposals for submission to the Council and, if 
necessary, the Representative Body. 


Central Ethical Committee. 
The Central Ethical Committee met on April 26th to 
deal with special business arising out of appeals from 
certain ethical decisions in the Branches. 


Parliamentary Subcommittee. 

The Parliamentary Subcommittee, on April 26th, reviewed 
the bills now before Parliament which may be considered 
to affect the medical profession, whether directly or in- 
directly, A. number of these bills already stand referred 
to the appropriate committees of the Association; the 
Parliamentary Subcommittee is keeping a careful watch 
upon the progress of the remainder, The chief decision 
reached was to take steps to secure, through the Parlia- 
mentary Medical Committee, the extension to the pro- 
fession of the benefits conferred upon business tenants 
by the Government’s Landlord and Tenant Bill, 


National Health Insurance Acts and Pathological 
Laboratory Services, 

The Insurance Acts Committee at its recent meeting had 
under consideration the position of schemes for the pro- 
Vision of pathological laboratory facilities for insured 
persons. Under the Health Insurance Acts, though the 
cost of vaccines and autogenous vaccines is a proper charge 


upon the Drug Fund, no facilities are available for the 
furnishing of pathological reports upon specimens, nor for 
the cost of containers for transmission of specimens to 
and from the pathologist. The recent Royal Commission on 
the National Health Insurance Acts recommended that as 
and when funds were available the present statutory benefits 
of the Acts should be extended to various other matters in 
a certain order of priority; the first on the list is the 
extension of the scope of medical benefit for the provision 
of (a) expert medical advice and treatment for persons 
who can travel to meet the specialist; (b) expert advice 
for persons who are unable to travel; and (c) laboratory 
services. 

There are in operation in various parts of the country 
tentative laboratory service schemes under which use is 
made either of the facilities afforded by voluntary hospitals 
or by the health service of the local authority, In one such 
scheme, A, the arrangement, briefly stated, is that the 
Insurance Committee of the area (at the instigation of 
the Panel Committee) has entered into an arrangement 
with a voluntary hospital in its area whereby the hospital 
has received a donation of £500 out of the General Purposes 
Fund of the Insurance Committee. The hospital has 
arranged to supply (presumably at the cost of the Drug 
Fund) any necessary autogenous vaccines at a flat rate of 
£2 2s. and stock vaccines at the flat rate of 10s. 6d. The 
hospital has supplied to every insurance practitioner in 
the area free outfits for the collection and transmission of 
material, and will furnish gratuitously reports on specimens 
to the insurance practitioner. Scheme B differs from the 
foregoing in that reports by the pathologist are not fur- 
nished gratuitously, as the insured person is expected to 
pay fees which are, admittedly, half fees. Scheme C 
differs entirely from the foregoing inasmuch as the local 
authority has agreed to furnish to any practitioner in its 
area, whether an insurance practitioner or not, patho- 
logical reports whether in respect of insured persons or 
not, the service thus being available for the whole of the 
population and not merely for the insured section. No 
financial arrangements at all have, therefore, been neces- 
sary between the Insurance Committee and the local 
authority. 

The Insurance Acts Committee feels that in anticipation 
of the establishment of a national laboratory service the 
position of pathologists and the matter of the terms and 
conditions of their employment in connexion therewith 
should not be. prejudiced by the launching of schemes 
on the lines of those suggested, which are now being con- 
sidered in various parts of the country. The Committee 
is urging the Ministry not to regard the schemes which 
are at present in existence as forming any precedent for 
future statutory arrangements of this nature likely to be 
set up under the Health Insurance Acts. 

In view of Scheme A having been circulated by the 
Insurance Committee in question to all Insurance Com- 
mittees throughout the country with a request that some 
similar scheme be adopted, the Insurance Acts Committee 
deems it advisable to draw the attention of Panel Com- 
mittees to the above position, and to the fact that it is 
raising with the Ministry of Health, not only the question 


of tho desirability of such a scheme, but also the question of 


whether it is legal for an Insurance Committee to give a 
donation to a hospital with conditions attached thereto. 
In the meantime Local Medical and Panel Committees are 
asked to withhold any decision on any scheme for the pro-: 
vision of pathological services pending the results of the 
Insurance Acts Committee’s negotiations with the Ministry, 


PROTECTION OF DOGS BILL. ; 
A PETITION against the Protection of Dogs Bill, signed by 
members of the staffs of universities, medical schools, and 
teaching hospitals, including post-graduate hospitals, was 
circulated by the British Medical Association and was pre- 
sented té the House of Commons by Dr. Fremantle; the. 
total number of signatures received was 1,497—all of them 
those of members of the staffs of universities and other 
teaching institutions interested in the matter, The list is 
extremely representative, including practically the whole 
of the medical staffs of the universities, medical schools, 
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and teaching hospitals. Among the signatures were those 
of Sir Donald MacAlister of Tarbert, Bt., Principal and 
Vice-Chancellor of the University of Glasgow; Sir John 
Rose Bradford, F.R.S., consulting physician, University 
College Hospital, London (President of the Royal College 
of Physicians of London); Sir Berkeley Moynihan, Bt., 
surgeon to the Leeds Infirmary (President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England); Sir George M. Robertson, 
professor of psychiatry in the University of Edinburgh 
(President of the Royal College of Physicians of Edin- 
burgh); Dr. A. Logan Turner (President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Edinburgh); Dr. R. M. Buchanan 
(President of the Royal Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Glasgow); Sir Archibald E. Garrod, F.R.S. (Regius 
Professor of Medicine in the University of Oxford); Sir 
Humphry Rolleston (Regius Professor of Physic in the 
University of Cambridge); Lord Dawson of Penn, physician 
to the London Hospital; Sir Cuthbert Wallace, K.C.M.G., 
M.B., F.R.C.S., surgeon to St. Thomas’s Hospital and 
dean of the Medical School; Sir Gilbert Barling, Bt., 
F.R.C.S., Vice-Chancellor of the University of Birming- 
ham; Sir W. T. Lister, K.C.M.G., F.R.C.S., surgeon, 
Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital; Sir Robert Bolam, 
M.D. physician, Royal Victoria Infirmary, Newcastle-on- 
‘Tyne; Sir Charles Ballance, K.C.M.G., M.S., F.R.C.5., 

nsulting surgeon, St. Thomas’s Hospital; Lady Barrett,

the Royal National Orthopaedic Hospital; Sir Charters J. 
Symonds, K.B.E., M.S., F.R.C.S., consulting surgeon, 
Guy’s Hospital. 

The petition was in the following terms: 


To the Honourable the Commons of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland in Parliament assembled: 
The Humble Petition of the Undersigned sheweth as 
follows : 
Your Petitioners, medical members of university 
staffs, medical schools, and teaching hospitals in Great 
Britain and Northern freland, pray that your honour- 
able House will not support any bill which has for its 
object further restrictions upon experimental work on 
dogs or other animals, believing that, any withdrawal 
or curtailment of the powers at present granted under 
licence will hinder medical research to the detriment 
of the health and well-being of the community. 
Further, your Petitioners would pray that you will 
endeavour to secure such an alteration in the existing 
law as will permit, under proper provision for the 
prevention of pain and for efficient inspection and con- 
trol, the use, for purposes of research, of some of the 
numerous stray and unowned dogs now taken up by 
the police and condemned to the lethal chamber, thus 
ensuring conditions which are essential to progress in 
physiological knowledge and to the application of this 
knowledge to the practice of medicine. 


As will be seen from our parliamentary report, the bill 
came on for second reading at the end of the business in 
the House of Commons on Friday, April 29th, when the 
whole of the short time at disposal, save one minute, 
was occupied by the speeches of the mover and seconder. 
The bill was therefore, as the phrase goes, ‘‘ talked out.’ 


Meetings of Branches and Dibisions. 


GiasGow anp West or Scortanp Branca. 

Ix view of the number of cases of children who have undergone 
minor operations at clinics, dispensaries, or hospitals becoming 
faint or sick or suffering from haemorrhage on their way home, 
where no skilled attention was immediaicly available, it was 
resolved, at a meeting of the Glasgow and West of Scotland 
Branch Council on January 26th, 1927, that the following recom- 
mendation be sent to the authorities concerned : 

That all children who have undergone a minor ‘ion—for 
example, removal of tonsils and adenoids—should be detained (so 
that skilled attention will be readily available) for the ensuing 
twenty-four hours, or at least until the likelihood of haemorrhage or 


other distressing symptoms has passed off, and that, in order to 
attain this end, all such operations should be performed in rl 
part of the day. 


Reception to New Graduates. 

The meetings arranged for those about to graduate in medicine 
continue to prove a valuable means of propaganda for the 
Association. All the 57 students who graduated M.B., Ch.B. at 
the University of Glasgow on April 23rd have applied for member- 
ship. On the afternoon of the day prior to the graduation cere- 
mony, those who had recently passed the final examination were 
invited by the Glasgow and West of Scotland Branch to a recep- 
tion in the University Union. In the absence of the President 
they were received on behalf of the Branch by the Vice-President, 
Dr. G. A. Allan, and several members of the Branch ‘Council, 
and entertained to tea, after which music was provided by some 
well known Glasgow artistes. Professor T. K. Mowro then 
addressed the students on the further education necessary to fit 
them for the special spheres of work to which they might aspire. 
He also gave them advice regarding their aititude to their 
colleagues in the profession. The golden rule, he said, would 
meet most contingencies, and he advised its adoption, not only 
on moral grounds, but also as ,being good worldly wisdom, 
He warned them to turn a deaf ear when critical remarks were 
made of their fellow practitioners, and quoted Osler to the effect 
that they should not listen to any ill of their colleagues, even if 
they knew it to be true. The Cnarrman then commented on the 
aims and objects of the British Medical Association, and the 
advantages, general and personal, of joining it. After speaking 
on the scientific aspects of its work, he took the opportunity 
of presenting the British Medical Association’s Students’ Prize 
to W. A. Mackie for his essay on “Three types of cases of 
thyroid enlargement with their treatment.’”’ A few students whe 
were unable to be present at the reception were ey | seen 
on the day of graduation, with the result, as noted, that 100 per 
cent. have applied te join the Association.

PATHOLOGICAL INVESTIGATIONS. 
At a meeting of the council of the British Pathologists’ 
Association, on April 9th, the following resolution was 
adopted : 


That inasmuch as it is couttentiy expected that steps will — 


shortly be taken by the Ministry of Health for the provision 
of — investigations for patients insured under the 
National Health Insurance Acts, and furthermore, inasmuch 
as any arrangements made to this end at this time by 
individual National Health Insurance authorities must neces- 
sarily influence the matter when it comes up for final settle- 
ment, it is in the opinion of the British Pathologists’ 
Association in the highest degree inadvisable that any such 
local arrangements should be entered upon at this time, except 
upon the basis of payment per examination performed and not 
by payment of lump sum irrespective of work done; further, 
the association considers that the fees charged should be such 
as to cover adequately the real cost of the work performed, 
otherwise the service becomes a charge upon the funds of the 
institution undertaking it. 


A schedule of proposed fees for pathological investiga- 
tions for insured patients is now in course of preparation 
by the council of the British Pathologists’ Association, and 
when complete will be circulated among members of the 


association. These fees are based upon a carefully pre-, 


pared costing scheme, and may be regarded as representing 
the lowest charges at which the- procedures indicated can 
be performed. 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 


At the meeting of the London Panel Committee on April 26th the 
Chairman, Dr. H. J. Carpatz, referred with deep regret to the 
death of Dr. F. Dugon, for many years an energetic member of 
the committee, and the members accorded a vote of condolence to 
Dr. Dugon’s relatives. 


Claims for Payment of Anacsthetist—The question of the 
procedure of the committee in the case of claims for payment of 
‘a second practitioner for administering an anaesthetic again came 
forward. In a number of cases the recommendation before the 
committee was that the fee of one guinea which was claimed 
should be reduced to half a guinea on the ground that the opera- 
tion should not have necessitated a general anaesthetic. Dr. H. 
Rozerts referred to two claims for one guinea—one a case of 
mammary abscess, previously incised under local anaesthesia, in 
which it was found necessary to make two deep incisions and 
insert two drainage tubes; the other a carbuncle on the neck 
necessitating star-shaped incisions, removal of sloughs, and pack- 
ing of the cavity with cyanide gauze. He could not understand 
why in the first case a guinea should be allowed, and in the 
second the claim be not granied and a fee of half a guinea only 
allowed. The operation demanded as much skill and time in the 
one case as in the other. indeed, he failed to discover the prin- 
ciple on which these decisions were arrived at. The CHAIRMAN 
said that the present procedure had been adopted owing to the 
refusal of the Minister of Health to allow the scheme which the 
Panel Committee itself had recommended to go forward. Later on 
it might be necessary for the committee to reconsider the whole 
question, but he thought the new procedure should be given a 
trial for at least six months. The recommendations as submitted 
were approved. 


Public Medical Service.—At a meeting of the Central Committee 
of Management of the Public Medical Service for London which 
followed the meeting of the Panel Committee it was reported 
that the number of subscribers was now 7,152. It was agreed to 
enter upon a publicity scheme to bring the service before the 
public in a way that should not advertise any particular doctor.
